Evergreen Cemetery is a largely open cemetery of rolling terrain with a few 
red maple and oak trees located near the center, dispersed shrubbery and paved 
vehicle paths. The front of the graveyard is denoted by a fence of granite 
posts supporting horizontal iron poles, the typical enclosure at Eastham 
cemeteries. Other borders are defined by a ranch fence. A tree line stands 
beyond the fence. An wooden gazebo or open "chapel" with scalloped frieze, 
square balusters and bench seats is located near the center. 

Gravestones are largely organized into rows. Twentieth century stones are 
more formally organized and landscaped with shrubbery. Some older stones 
are broken and leaning. Notable monuments include the urn on a pedestal 
markers of the Doane and Savage Families. The twentieth-century, black 
granite Hatch Family monument also commemorates the record-setting voyage 
from San Francisco to Boston of the clipper ship, Northern Light , commanded 
by Captain Freeman Hatch.

•» Evergreen Cemetery is associated with the Methodist Episcopal Church which 

was organized in Eastham in 1820. A meetinghouse was erected the next year. 
By the 1840 's, almost two-thirds of the town's inhabitants reputedly 
were members. Another meetinghouse was built near the cemetery in 1851. 
It was destroyed by fire in 1920, but the grave yard remains to denote 
the site. A new church was built across the street in 1925. The burial 
ground was incorporated by members of the Methodist Church and named 
Evergreen Cemetery on July 23, 1892. Purchasers of lots became members of 
the Evergreen Cemetery Association. 

Although indications are that the burial ground was established in association 
a of the 1821 meetinghouse, burials are noted with earlier death dates: 
f Thankful Doane, wife of Jesse Doane (d. 1806); and mortal casualties of the 
1 War of 1812, George Seabury and John Hopkins. Further investigations are 

required to determine if these earlier burial were moved to the cemetery.
